2.1 The duration of the course shall be two semesters, 
one academic year, if .t candidate, how'ever, lias passed the 


first sentester examination is unable to complete his course 
within one ypar, he shall be permitted to complete it within 
a pCiTiotj of two years of his admission to the course. 

2.2 M. PihiJ. course shall consist of dissertalion/project 
report and otlxer prescribed courses as determined for the 
instnictkmjil course for Advance Professional Programme in 
Public Administration (APPPA) conduced by the l.I.P.A. 
The totaj credits for the M. Phil, programme of study fthall 
be 24 Or its equivalent out of which 25 per cent arc to 
be alloc.ated to the dissertation/courso work. 

2.3 The BofliTid of Control for outlining the above pro¬ 
gramme shall be constitiiled by the Vice-Chancclior vvhicli 
may consist of the following ; — 

1. Director of the Institute. 

2. 2 members of the Faculty directing the course. 

3. -2 senior members of the faculty of IIPA. 

4. 2 .senior rncml^re of the faculty from Social Sciences 
of Punjab University. 

5. General Coordinator nominee of the Vice-Chanc;ll 0 )’. 

2.4 The Board of Control shall formulate the courses and 
specify ^ methods of study/research subject tp the appro¬ 
val of the Joint Research Board. The examination for the 
M. Phil, in Social Sciences at the l.I.p.A. shall be conduptMl 
by a Board of examiners appointed by the Institute. The 
Panjab University shall also have a senicir member of the 
Sociul S'ciences faculty nominated by the Vice-Chancelioi" 
o,n the Board of Examiners for the general conduct uf 
examination, viva-vocc of diisertation with a view to provid¬ 
ing necessary coordination, As and when the Vice-Chancel¬ 
lor considers it necessary, he may nominate more .exlertial/ 
internal examiners to the Board of Examiners. 

3.1 A participant who wishes to be enrolled as a can¬ 
didate for M. Phil, programme of study, .sfialj apply to the 
Director, Indian Institute of Public Administration New 
Delhi, on (the pyrescrlfird form who shall forward it to the 
Registrar within a monith of the commencement of (he 
coUfTSe, for necessary official formalities. . 

4. 'rbei title of the disseitatioii approved by tlic Board 
of Control as al.so Ihe appointment of the Supervisov shall 
be reported to the Joint Research Board. 

5. A candidate m.xy apply to the Board of Control throiigli 
titci supervisor for pe.rmissioii to modify the title of his dis¬ 
sertation within a period of tWo nioiilhs from the d.ate of its 
approval. 

6. A crmdidalc who is unable io complitte his dissertation 
within two slmcslers/one academic year may apply through 
the Supervisor concerned for grant of extension. Such ex- 
Icirsion may be e,Tanted by t!ie Board of Control up to a 
maximum of one year but not more than six month.s at a 
lime, ilowever, it would not be necessary for the candidate 
to spend the period of extension in the In.stitiite. 

7. 1 On completion of the di'^sei tation, the candidate shall 
submit three printed/typewritten copies of his dis-seriation 
aloagwilh t'hc summary and a fee of Rs. 60. 

8. A candidate shall be permitted to submit his disserta¬ 
tion for the M. Phil, degree if his Supc.rvi5or certifies that 
the dissertation presented is worthy of consideration for the 
award of M. Phil, degree. If a candidate fails to qualify 
in the prcsciibed course/courses but obtains pass marks in 
the dissertation, the marks obtained in the dissertation shall 
be carried forward, if the candidalc so desires, without fresh 
assessment of the dissertation. 
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9. A candidate may Incorporate in Ihls dissertation the 
contents of any work which may have been publEhed by 
him on the subject and shall inform the Supervisor If he 
has done so. But he shall not submit hb dissertation or 
any work for which a degree has already been conferred on 
■him or any other person by this or any other Unlvoireity. 

10. A candidate for the M. Phil, degree shall be free to 
publish his work after the declavatloo of the result. 

11. The dissertation shall be evaluated by tw'o examiners 
( i) external examiner to be appointed by the Vice-Chancellor 
on the recommendation of the Board of Control and (li) 
Superyisor concerned. The external examinet shall stale in 
Iris report : ■ 

(a) vyhcihcr the dissertation bo (1) accepted (il) resub¬ 
mitted after revision (lii) rejected. 

(b) In case there is a dhferoiice of opinion between 
the two examiners in regard to the dissertation, the 
Vice-Chancellor may refer the dissertation to 
another examiner to be appointed by him, whoso 
decision shall lie final. 

12. In case a dissertation Is accepted by both the exami¬ 
ners (exterpul and Supervisor) the candidate shall have to 
defend it before a Board of Examiners, consisting of (i) 
external examiner (who evaluated bis disseitatlon) (il) 
Dirnctor, I.I.P.A. (ill) Supervisor concerned. In case the 
external examiner is unable to conduct the viva voce 
examination, the appointment of a substitute will be made 
by the Vice-Chancellor on the recommendation of the Direc¬ 
tor, The Board of examiners shall finalise the assessment 
of the di^rtatlon In terra of numerical marks. It shall 
also submit a general report on the dissertation. 

In case a candidate is required to revise his dissertation, 
he shall submit It within a period of six months from the 
date the decision is intimated to him. 

13. The minimum number of marks required to pass the 
examination shall be— 

(a) , 45 per cent in each paper; 

(b) 50 per cent in aggregate. 

14. Successful candidates shall be classified as under 

(a) Those who obtain 70% or more of the aggregate 
number of maiks^—First Division with Distinction. 

(b) Those who obtain 60% or more of the aggregate 
number (rf marks but less than 70%—First Divi¬ 
sion. 

(c) Those who obtain less than 60%> of the aggregate 
number of marks—Second Division. 

15. A candidate who has failed in the examination or 
having completed the courses has failed to appear in the 
examination, may be allowed to appear at the semester 
examination without attending a fresh course of lectures. 
Eor this purpose he may be given two consecutive chances. 


Provided that he clears the cou rsc/courses within a period 
of 2 years from the date of commencement of the M. Phil, 
course. 

16. Subject to the provision of these Regulations and Rules 
the Registrar, Punjab University shall publish the result on 
the receipt of the decision of the Board of Examiners. 

17. The period spent by a candidate who has been award¬ 
ed M. PhU. degree or an M. Phil, candidate who has been 
found suitable for enrolment fer Ph, D. degree by the Board 
of control may be allowed by the Joint Research Board to 
be counted towards the minimum period for Ph. D. resMith. 
Such candidates may also be eligible for proportionate ex¬ 
emption in regard to the minimum residence of 30/36 weeks 
as provided in Ph.D. regulations.
